He told of Raymond's incorporation in 1829, the land being a 
grant from Raymond Robinson of Mt . Salus,and its becoming the site 
of county government in the early 1800' s. He described the first 
court house, a dark brick building of Gothic design with tall spires 
and "a sparkling tin roof", a handsome structure in its day. 

He told of "professional row" of which the Keith Press 
Building was one of the original, of the founding of the Gazette 
and the first schools, churches, roads, resorts and cultural 
centers . 

Between 1840 and 1850, Dr. Kynerd said, Raymond had reached a 
high peak socially, culturally, economically and politically. 

He concluded with the challenge that we "give more than we 
receive" in order to bequeath to future generations an even better 
place in which to live.
